honor student described as "ihe nicest 
boy you would want to meet" faced 
murder charges today in the slayings of 
his school teacher parents Authorities 
said the youth wanted to know how it 
felt to kill someone 


Police said Bernard Joseph Roth, 16, 


walked into the police station Thursday 
and confessed the killings. Sheriff's 
deputies went to the Roth home outside 
town and found the bodies of Joseph 
Roth, 60, an audio visual instructor at 
Douglas High School, and Gertrude 


Roth, 57, a junior high school teacher 


Roth was sprawled on the living room 


floor His wife was found on a sofa 
behind him. Investigators said both had 
been shot once in the chest with a rifle. 


County Attorney Richard Riley, who 


called Roth "the nicest boy you would 
'want to meet," said the youth, when 
asked about how he felt about his 
parents, said, "The people are getting 
old I'm not mad at them I have no 
hostilities " 


"The boy said he had been having 


thoughts about killing his parents for a 
long time," said Riley "He wanted to 
know how it felt to kill somebody " 


Riley said the killings took place 


around / p m Wednesday He said the 
youth later drove to Lordsburg, N?M , 
some 100 miles northeast of Douglas, 
where he spent the night in a motel. The 
youth returned to Douglas shortly 
before 9 a m Thanksgiving Day and 
turned himself in, Rilev said 


Police said they found a 25-.S5 cali- 


ber rifle in the youth's car 


Norman Littrell, principal at Douglas 


High, said the boy had an outstanding 
school record 


Besides being an honor student, Lit- 


trell said Roth sang with the school 
choir and earlier this year had earned a 
place on the school's football team. 
However, he said Roth had to drop from 
the team because of a game injury. 


"I've known this family for years," 


said Littrell "And Bernard was just the 
type of boy you would like to have in a

South Vietnam Hanoi the 20th parallel 
and are curren'lv off limits to U S 
warplanes 


While bad weat1 er continued to cur- 


tail tactical air strikes north of the 
demilitarized zone. Air Force and Navy 
fighterbombers were active m support 
of government forces in South Vietnam 


A Navv A7 Corsair, attempting a 


hazardous night landing aboard the 
carrier USS Saratoga, misjudged the 
approach and smashed into the'deck 
Despite major structural damage, the

meeting and drove back to the U S 
Embassy to report to President Nixon 
Tho, as usual, arrived first and left last

lowered the legal age of majority from

Billing errors reported 
at University Hospita 


Post-Crescent Madison Bureau 


MADISON — Billing errors in the 


clinics of the University of Wisconsin 
hospital here are resulting in "sig- 
nificant loss(es) of revenue to the 
state," a legislative audit of hospital 
operations has charged. 


Almost a year after the previous state 


audit of UW hospital operations, errors 
totalling up to 21 per cent of all billed 
clinic services have been found in 
careful studies of hospital operations, 
said State Auditor Robert Ringwood in 
a report to Gov. Patrick J. Lucey. 


The legislative audit bureau had sur- 


veyed hospital operations in January, 
and conducted the follow-up study in 
November to check progress made by 
hospital administrators in correcting 
errors found by the previous audit. 


Ringwood reported that considerable 


billing errors, resulting in significant 
losses to the state, were occurring in 
seven 
hospital revenue-producing 


operations in July and August. 


Six clinics were carefully studied in 


July, and billing errors ranging from 2.1 


per cent to 21.2 per cent of all accounts 
were discovered. 


In clinical laboratories, the errors 


ranged between 14.2 per cent for out- 
patients and 19.2 per cent for mpa- 
tients, reported John Paltz of Ring- 
wood's bureau. 


A separate memo from Hospital Supt 


John Varnum noted that the audit 
bureau's samples were carefu'Iy and 
scientifically selected, and indicated 
the results should be accepted and 
corrected. 


The audit charged that a major share 


of the errors grew out of charges made 
to patients for procedures not per- 
formed, a failure to bill patients for 
services, and a combination of those 
factors. 


Ringwood's audit indicates that the 


.state staff feels that efforts made to 
correct failings pointed out in the 
January audit have been "piecemeal." 


A major problem, Ringwood indicat- 


ed, is that there is no contrel of such 
service records until after they have 
been transferred from the clinics and

NEW YORK (AP) — Mr. and Mrs. 


Alan Abel don't raise much cam. They 
live quietly on Manhattan's West Side. 
Occasionally, they notify television and 
newspaper assignment editors about 
something 


It is at this point things begin to stir. 


You may recall reading or seeing 
reports in 1964 and 1968 about the Best 
Parly's presidential candidate, Mrs. 
Yetta Bronstem, whose slogan was: 
"Put a Mother in the White House." 
Mrs Bionstem really was Mrs. Abel. 


In 1959, her husband, using his own 


name, stirred up much coverage of his 
\igorous campaign to cloth naked 
animals. He headed the Society for 
Indecency to Animals and appeared on 
many television talk shows. 


Some 10 years later, his campaign still 


was puttering along. He appeared on 
"The Merv Griffin Show" and warned 
the audience. "A nude horse is a rude 
horse." Griffin knew it was a gag. 


But a lot ot people still don't, exclud- 


ing assignment editors here who live in 
mortal fear of the next move from the 
Abels. The reason is that the moves have 
enough apparent truth to make them 
seem legitimate, albeit somewhat daft 
or bizarre. 


But Abel considers the naked animal 


coverup his best work: "I only had to 
have one little picture of a horse in 
Bermuda shorts and I could walk into 
any television show. They practically 
put me right on the air." 


What started his life as a dedicated 


hoaxer? 


"It's difficult to say," he mused. "I 


guess the key word is frustration. I 
originally was a performer and not 
getting anywhere I found out that if 
you were a little eccentric or crazy you 
could attract attention. The Society 
gave me a platform of sorts." 


He's written a book about his efforts 


It's called "The Confessions of a 
Hoaxer." What prompted him to tell all? 


"Well, actually I'm always anxious to 


confess if somebody calls my bluff, so to 
speak," he said. "But people just don't. 
They're willing to equate serious 
demeanor with serious intent." 


The Abels' assorted campaigns oc- 


casionally result in unsolicited public 
donations. He sends them all back, but 
says the Internal Revenue Service has 
checked his books seven times in the 
last 10 years. 


This, he said, "is because they probab- 


ly think I've been stealing Lord knows 
how many thousands of dollars in 
donations. So I've been suing to make 
them let me examine their books and 
records. 


A federal judge in Los Angeles dis- 


missed the suit as "frivolous," but Abel 
said he may appeal the judge's ruling. 


Oddly enough, Abel never has been 


pitted against a counterhoaxer during 
his appearances on scores of television 
talk shows around the U.S. He sees it as 
cause for genuine alarm, with all kid- 
ding aside. 


"I wish more people would put me on 


or do funm things," said the master 
hoaxer. "But there aren't any people 
around who are really having any fun.

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Israel finally pays reward for Eichmann

HAIFA, Israel (AP) — Israel has 


finally closed its file on Adolf Eichmann 
with the payment of a long-overdue 
reward to the informer who told Israeli 
secret agents where to find the no- 
torious Nazi.

Nazi hunter Tuvia Friedman, who 


passed along the information from a 
Jewish attorney in Argentina, for 12 
years had begged the Israeli govern- 
ment to pay his informant, Dr. Luther 
Hermann, the reward. Now Premier 
Golda Meir's office has written him that 
the matter has been resolved. 


The action was also a boost to Fned- 


mann, now 50, who directs the Haifa 
Documentation Center on Nazi Crimes 
and is president of the World Jewish 
Federation of Victims of the Nazi 
Regime. His career and reputation went 
into decline after Eichmann's capture in 
a Buenos Aires suburb in 1960. 


Israeli agents kidnaped the German 


and spirited him out of Argentina for 
trial in Israel. He was executed-in 1962 


for his part in the massacre of millions of 
Jews in World War II 


"All those years I was a beaten man," 


said Friedman in an interview, "but I 
had patience. And now, after all those 
years, Tuvia Friedman's man got his 
well deserved credit." 


The government is still sensitive 


about the matter and asked Friedman to 
keep quiet about the reward settlement. 
He declined. 


Israel's secret service, the Shin Bet, 


has always been credited officially with 
the capture of Eichmann, but Friedman 


• claims the agents were acting on the 
information he supplied 


"I don't want to take anything away 


from the secret service," he said. "They 
did a fantastic job. No private citizen or 


group could have gotten Eichmann out 
'•>f Argentina But thev didn't do it 
alone." 


He told this story. 
In October 1959, Friedman, acting on 


information from the public prosecutor 
in Ludwigsburg, West Germany, 
released a news story saying Israel was 
offering a $10,000 reward for Eichmann, 
believed hiding in the Persian Gulf state 


"I was sure Eichmann was in South 


America, but I thought this would flush 
something out, and it did," Friedman 
said. 


Within days, he received a letter from 


Dr. Hermann, a blind attorney and a Jew 
living in a Buenos Aires suburb, saying 
Eichmann was not in Kuwait, but in the 
Buenos Aires suburb, and that his 


daughter was dating Eic mann's 17- 
year-old son. 


Friedman turned the correspondence 


m er to a fnond who reld\ed it to the 
secret service. Agents disguised as crew 
members flew to Buenos Aires on a 
special El Al flight taking Foreign 
Minister Abba Eban on an official visit 
to Aigentma. The agents grabbed 
Eichmann near his home, drugged him, 
hauled him aboard the plane "as a 
drunken crewman," and brought him 
back to Israel. 


"But no one told Eban what was 


happening or that his plane was being 
used to kidnap Eichmann," Friedman 
added. 


The government refused to pay Dr. 


Hermann the $10,000 reward Friedman 
had offered, contending it had not 
authorized the offer. Friedman admit- 
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ted this but says the government didn't 
want to pay up because it would have 
been an admission the secret service 
had been gre itlv helped on Eichmar- " 


In Ma>C 1971, Dr. Hermann, then 69. 


wrote an angry letter to Mrs. Meir, 
asking again for the reward. Friedman 
added his own appeal

WASHINGTON (AP) —The nation's 


cattle herd, including all types, is ex- 
pected to total a record of nearly 122 
million head by Jan. 1 when a new 
inventory is taken, says the Agriculture 
Department. 


The cattle expansion, prompted by 


growing consumer demand for more 
beef and record high market prices in 
1972, would be the sharpest oneyear 
advance in a decade, according to 
USDA records. 


Officials 
said 'Tuesday in a 


preliminary report on the livestock and 
meat situation that total red meat out- 
put is expected to be larger in 1973, 
including more beef and pork. 


"The nation's cattle herd is expanding 


more in 1972 than in recent years," the 
report said. "Next year's Jan. 1 cattle 
inventory may be up four million head 
or more. Beef animals will account for 
all of the gain, providing the potential 
for larger marketings in the years 
ahead." 


The U.S. cattle inventory on Jan. 1, 


1972, was put at a new high then of 117.9 
million head, a 3-per-cent gain in one 
year. If the 1973 figure holds, the 


increase would approach 3.5 per cent in 
one year. 


According to department records, the 


last time for such a large increase in the 
cattle population—which includes dairy 
animals and all age groups—was in 1963 
when it totaled 104.4 million, up from 
100.3 million on Jan. 1,1962. 


Average prices of all beef cattle were 


at a record $34.60 per hundredweight 
last July. They since have eased but are 
still running above year-earlier marks. 


"Fed cattle prices will be strong late 


this fall and winter, reflecting seasonal 
decline in fed beef supplies and strong 
consumer demand for beef," the report 
said. 


"Choice steers at Omaha in early 


November were $34 per 100 pounds, 75 
cents above a year ago," the report said. 


"Fed cattle marketings in the first half 


of 1973 will run a little above January- 
June this year, with gains widening 
toward mid-year. Prices are expected to 
run above 1972's first half when choice 
steers at Omaha averaged $36." 


The report noted earlier indications 


that hog producers plan to expand baby 
pig far-rowings in December through 
February by 7 per cent from last winter. 
Hog prices, too, reached record highs by 
late summer this year.

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"Sizable gains in pig output seem

Wild turkeys can be found in 30 


states, according to National Fish and 
Wildlife experts, but they disappeared 
nearly 200 years ago from where the 
Pilgrims first discovered them. 


"Once quite common in New 


England, it (the "Eastern" wild turkey) 
became extinct in that area around the 
turn of the 19th century," the ERS says 
in a report. "However, the Eastern 
turkey still thrives from Pennsylvania 
to Florida and as far west as New 
Mexico." 


Ironically, although the turkey is 


native to the New World, the domes- 
ticated type, bred for commercial 
production, was an immigrant. 


"Originally raised by the Aztecs of 


Mexico, the bird was taken by Spanish 
explorers from Mexico to Spain and 
later to England, where new strains 
were developed," the report said. "It 
was then brought back to North 
America by settlers." 


Even so, it was a long time before U.S. 


turkey raising really began serving 
consumer appetites on a full-time, sus- 
tained basis. 


"Commercial flocks were raised on a 


small scale in the 1920s," the report said. 
"By about 1935, the U.S. farmer began 
concentrating on turkey as a primary 
source of meat." 


By the 1960s, growers were producing 


more than 100 million birds annually. 
The leading states are Minnesota, 
California, North Carolina, Missouri, 
Texas and Arkansas. 


If wild turkeys ar'e preferred, check 


when shooting seasons are allowed, 
prime your fowling piece and head for 
Texas, Alabama, Pennsylvania or 
Florida. Those states, according to sur- 
veys, are where the elusive birds are 
most plentiful.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Farmers may 


grow more corn and soybeans under 
1973 government feed-grain programs 
but will draw less in over-all federal 
payments, according to latest indicat- 
ions from the Agriculture Department. 


A grains advisory committee, 


however, warned the Nixon adminis- 
tration against opening up acreage 
programs too much. Some increase in 
corn and soybeans is needed, but so is 
caution, the panel said. 


The committee, which concluded 


meetings here Thursday, discussed 
several possible plans being considered 
by USDA for the 1973 feed grain 
program. 


The final decision is expected by the 


end of the month, assistant Secretary of 
Agriculture Carroll G. Brunthaver told 
reporters. 


The administration is alarmed over a 


record $4.1-billion farm payment total 
this year and wants to reduce spending, 
perhaps by as much as 25 per cent. 


Also, according to department of- 


ficials, decisions for 1973 probably will 
be aimed at increasing the corn acreage 
enough to meet anticipated needs, es- 
timated at about 5.4 billion bushels for 
the 1973-74 season. 


Farmers are expected to harvest that 


much this year, but USDA experts do 
not believe 1973 yields will be as high as 
3the record marks indicated for 1972. 
Thus, they said, some increase in corn 
plantings will be desirable. 


A major goa-1 will be to expand 


soybean output next year to take ad- 
vantage of what department officials 
see as strong domestic and export 
requirements.

CHILTON — A proposed 1973 Chil- 


ton budget that calls for a cut of 50 
cents per $1,000 assessed valuation in 
the tax rate will be presented to tax- 
payers at 8 p.m Dec. 5. 


The preliminary budget, including 


school, state and county charges, calls 
for a tax rate of $36. 


The tax levy for city purposes for 


1973 is estimated at $119,430. This 
includes the use of $37.000 in federal 
revenue sharing funds to offset expen- 
ditures. 


At the present time, no general fund 


surpluses are being proposed for use to 
further reduce the levy, although city 
officials indicated this is still a pos- 
sibility. A considerable amount of 
general fund surplus had been used to 
reduce this year's levy. 


City expenditures are estimated at 


$495,111 for 1973. In addition, a contin- 
gency fund of $7,000 is being proposed. 
General revenues are estimated at

Operating expenses for next year are 


estimated at $408,121, an increase of 
about $3,800 over this year's actual 
costs.

This would include a 
50 to 100 bed skilled nursing care addi- 
tion; a service unit to answer long 
range plans for a residential care 
facility of alterations of the present 
building to conform with requirements 
for personal and limited care. 


The board will meet on Nov 30 to go

The concensus of the study is that 


there is sufficient potential in the five 
county area which Bethany Homeserves 
to use a personal-limited care facility, a 
residential care facility, a senior ci- 
tizens — day care center and a new 
skilled nursing care unit.

acquisition of more land to add to the 15 
acres Bethany Home now owns. 


The proposal, essentially, is to build: 
— A two-story skilled nursing care 


unit added as a wing to the west of the 
present building, with 50 beds on each 
floor, a nurses' station, utility space, 
ounge, dining area and supporting 
space on each floor 


— A service unit, to include food 


service, laundry area and employees 
lounge between the existing building 
and the proposed skilled care building. 


— A senior citizens-day care center 


to the east of the existing building 


— A four or five story residential 


building, with 80-100 units on the upper 
four floors and a lounge, activities area, 
dining room, self laundry and covered 
car storage for residents on the first 
floor. The units would be one-bedroom 


efficiency apartments with kitchens, a 
picture window and balcony in the 
living area of each unit. 


— Four one- and two-bedroom cot- 


tages near the residential center, with 
food service, administration and main- 
tenance provided from Bethany Home 


Inon and Reinke were commissioned 


last February to make the land use and 
feasibility study, the administration 
disclosed, after about two years of 
informal discussion about exapnsion 


Bethany Home was started in 1954 


with 18 residents in a wooden structure 
built in 1898 and previously used as 
Bethany Children's Home. It opened 
with an annual budget of less than 
$4,000. 


Today the Bethany Home has an 


\ 
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actual capacity of 113 beds in its one 
story building constructed in 1960, and 
dunng 1972 had 26 men and 107 women 
living there, more than half of whom 
required skilled nursing care. 


The budget for fiscal 1972, which 


ende«l Sept 30, was $559,361 and the 
approved operating budget for 1973 is 
$588,601. Other expenses, includes 
interest and mortgage payments, loan 
and life insurance and replacement 
reserve, pushing the total budget to 
$643.298

County takes forward-looking step 


The decision of the Outagamie County Board to develop a 


comprehensive solid waste disposal plan and to purchase 
equipment from Allis Chalmers Company for a pilot refuse 
shredding plant is a forward looking move in many respects. 


Most important, it is encouraging to witness the county 


taking this initiative in solving an environmental problem which 
is rapidly reaching critical proportions. And handling the 
disposal of the vast volumes of waste generated by local units of 
government on a regional basis makes plenty of sense. It is a 
volume problem which requires a volume solution. 


The shredding process to reduce the volume of the waste 


which must be disposed of seems to be the best method available 
at this time. And yet it also has the advantage of flexibility in 
thai u can be adapted to recycling or reui>e processes if and when 
they are developed. 


Kimberly-Clark Corporation earlier this week held a public 


showing of its new waste disposal system at its Kimberly mill. 
The end product is a sludge which would conveniently lend itself 
to disposal through the county's shredding process. 


The City of Appleton has reacted favorably to the county's 


move, and it now appears likely that the largest city in the 
county will tie in with the program. In fact the possibility exists 
of tying all the cities from Kaukauna through Neenah into the 
system on a user-fee basis, as well as solving the problem of 
many towns in the county. 


Black Muslim schools 


One of the educational innovations of the last few years has 


been the development of black Muslim schools. What such 
schools may lack in teaching skills and facilities, they seem to 
make up in dedication and determination. 


Like many other church schools in earlier years the Muslim 


academics have thrived on adversity and the financial need to 
make their own way. Since they do not want to have to abide by 
national antisegregation regulations, they receive no govern- 
ment funds. Their teachers often do not have the degrees 
required in public schools and some private schools. Their 
emphasis upon the important role of the black and satanic role 
of the white would not seem to encourage racial peace. Strict 
discipline flies in the face of more lenient educational 
philosophies. 


But currently the Muslim schools are successfully making 


their way. In Washington, D.C., the University of Islam is filled 
and has a waiting list of more than 200 youngsters. Girls attend 
for2'/2 hours in the morning; boys for 2Vz hours in the afternoon. 
There is no time spent on "frills" such as music or art, clothes 
regulations are strict, the year's vacation time totals two weeks. 
Similar schools are operating in 23 other areas of the United 
States. 


Since the schools are fairly recent and so far secretive about 


programs and results, conclusions as to their success as educa- 
tional institutions have yet to be made. It is obvious that the 
public schools have failed to bring children in inner cores up to 
the standards achieved in suburban schools but whether this is 
an inherent rather than a school problem is not clear. Muslim 
leaders claim students at their schools are up to grade level while 
children in mostly black public schools average at least two 
years behind. 


Anyway the Muslim schools do appear to be transmitting a 


sense of pride and confidence to their students and that is part of 
what the educational business is all about. Perhaps they create 
an atmosphere more conducive to learning and perhaps public 
school educators may learn from the experiments. Pride, con- 
fidence, self-identity and an openness to learning are all 
characteristics American education has aimed at without 
complete success. 


Coddling our hang-ups 


In the fight against narcotics addiction in the United States 


there is an interesting factor that leads to one pretty definite 
conclusion —there's something wrong in the way narcotics are 
made available in this country at this time. 


Amatai Etzioni writes in Psychology Today that "the magic of 


name-changing was invoked in the recent shift from fighting the 
devil heroin to embracing methadone. While the problems 
heroin causes are physiologically real enough, the social malaise 
is mostly a result of the taboo, not the drug. The outlawing of the 
drug created a major crime problem, turned the addictive 
material into a luring forbidden fruit, and persuaded addicts that 
they were beyond redemption, a persuasion that many nonad- 
dicts eagerly shared." 


There was considerable dispute over the use of methadone in 


-. 
efforts to cure heroin addicts. Methadone is listed as a dangerous 
drug and it is addictive. Many opponents insisted it was merely 


'-' 
substituting one crutch for another and there was little to 
choose between the two. 


But Etzioni points out that "the high priests of methadone 


argue that it gives a longer, more stable high, which allows its 
addicts to work or study more than heroin addicts can. The 
question is not whether the methadone high is really different. 
Clearly, the most significant difference is that getting 
methadone usually is no more of a crime than buying beer, its 
takers are not labeled as criminals, and persons who take it can 
get jobs — all because society defines it as a medication, a 
blessing, while society views heroin as a curse. It is only a light 
exaggeration to see methadone-maintenance programs as 
efforts to treat heroin problems by calling the addictive narcotic 
by a new name." 


Realists can point to similarities to the 
heroin-methadone 


approach in our attitudes toward marijuana and alcohol. 
Entirely aside from the fact that one is illegal and one is not 
(now), society's attitude makes the pot smoker suspect in all 
sorts of ways while the martini quaffer is innocuous. Some 
obseivers even try to line up the alcohol aspect of western 
civilization with our "progress" as contrasted by the other drug 
imbibings of different cultures which today don't have the per 
capita possession of things like indoor toilets, television sets and 
automatic ice makers. 


The legality of a product isn't the xvhole answer, however, as 


evidence in the United States with alcoholism since the repeal of 
Prohibition. Bui the author has a strong point when he says that 
some of the problems of modern America are in our minds so that 
is where they get solved. There is the fear "that we will all turn 
into deviants, libertines or heroin addicts unless homosexuals, 
prostitutes and marijuana smokers are whipped regularly. In a 
liberated, psychologically healthy society, we would learn to 
understand the source of these fears and we would outgrow 
them." But since such opinions are based on fears we "have 
found that an effective way to deal with these irrational 
anxieties is not to confront them, but to soothe, to reassure, to 
perform a ritual public service. Thus, we have laws against 
sexual deviation, prostitution and marijuana smoking, but these 
generally are not enforced, and increasingly they constitute a 
gesture to mollify the uptight." 


% 
We've muttered against such unenforced and virtually unen- 


forceable laws for a longtime. Legislation shouldn't be made just 
for people's hang-ups. 


But in the problem of drug addiction, those who have 


something to say about its treatment shouldn't bother with 
misleading "cures." Or at the least politicians who rise to 
prominence by building on fears should be recognized for what 
they are.

State critical of local spending 


MADISON — Politics watchers find them- 


selves bemused as the state government ad- 
ministration builds a gratitude base for its local 
tax relief promises by an apparently planned 
campaign to denigrate the fiscal responsibility 
of the elected local government officials. 


Twenty years ago there would have been 


instant and angry response to such repetitious 
lecturing by subordinates of the governor and 
their public doubts that mayors and aldermen 
and village presidents and county boards will 
be able to withstand spending and taxing pres- 
sure, and that the state with its superior 


uv> ul cuLsa of ia isi& dim l Uipuusi'uiiiLN will 
probably be required to intervene. 


"Upon what meat," to paraphrase Shakes- 


peare, "do they feed?" 


The "home rule" concept of public adminis- 


tration and the relations of state and municipal 
corporations was once a living and real thing. 


State has intervened 


But the conception of responsible leadership 


of localities by local officials, immediately 
subject to the expert audit of their neighbors, 
has been virtually extinguished as the state has 
intervened massively in resolving how local 
governments should be run, and in the process 
has inexorably pushed up their expenditures 
and their tax costs, whether they liked it or not. 


The practical reality is that the freedom of 


action of municipalities, especially has been 


steadily eroded and constricted, not through 
the option of local voters or the negligence of 
the local officials they have chosen, but 
through the compulsion of state legislation. 


Prodding pressure groups come to Madison 


out of the certainty that they cannot get what 
they demand from aldermen and mayors and 
county board supervisors and school board 
commissioners in home constituencies. 


In roads, public welfare services, school 


operations, public health and safety, state 
requirements have broadened and tightened 
with respect to the quality and abundance of 
service. 


One 01 the great new tax liaDiiities in iocai 


government is in the field of environmental 
pollution control and elimination — through 
the pressure of laws enacted by representatives 
at Madison and signed by Gov. Patrick Lucey 
and his predecessors. 


The state has raised the qualifications of 


teachers, intervened in setting standards in 
pupil-teacher ratios, quality of school con- 
struction, and broadened school programs 
through force of state law. It has steadily 
increased the cost liability of local government 
with liberalized pension and other 
fringe 


benefits, mostly at the cost of local budgets. 


Do lobbying in Madison 


One of the worst kept secrets in Wisconsin 


politics is the preference of public service 
pressure groups for lobbying in Madison, where 


votes are more easily come by, than city hall or 
county courthouse. 


Today one of the reasons, easily demonstra- 


ble, for the rise in the cost of local taxation is 
the relentless pressure of ever-enlarging public 
employe groups that won their strength 
through a Madison lobby — over the anguished 
and quite futile objections of local officials 
elected in local constituencies. 


These are probably natural and desirable. But 


the important fact is that they did not come at 
. the option of local officials —but after decisions 
in Madison. 


There are delicious ironies. Implicit in the 


complaints about wasteful or weak local 
government is the question of pay standards for 
equal work. Is there anybody who does not 
know, or who doubts, that the state is a far 
more generous employer in virtually all 
categories than the representative Wisconsin 
city? 


The other day Capitol reporters related the 


rapid and startling increase in the number of 
state employes, some of them \virtually un- 
known outside their offices, who are being paid 
more than $40,000 a year. 


Outside Milwaukee, the number of such 


salaries in local government could be counted 
on two hands, perhaps less. There are scores of 
press agents, many of them twiddling their 
thumbs, who earn more than the best local 
administrators in Wisconsin.

By the happiest of coincidences, just 


as I was dashing off the last item of 
yesterday's column —speculating as to 
what the inhabitants of French Lick, 
Ind., call themselves — my secretary 
handed me a letter from a reader in 
Michigan that began: 


"I think it would be interesting to 


read your knowledge of the rule — if 
one exists —governing the suffixes that 
denote residents and citizens of 
geographic and political areas. 


"We have mountainmen, flatlanders, 


plainsmen, hillbillies. We also have 
Englishman, Italian, Spaniard, and Nor- 
wegian. Here in the U.S., the subject 
becomes more complicated — there is 
no United Stateser. United Statesman 
or United Statesite, but we do have to 
make do with American, which is 
imprecise and offensive to other groups 
living in the Americas..." 


My correspondent goes on to point 


out that, in his own state, there has 
been a long-standing disagreement 
whether a resident is a Michigander, a 
Michiganite, or a Michiganer. (He in- 
forms me that the last has been unof- 
ficially declared to be correct.) 


But is it Floridan or Floridian? What 


do you call a resident of Mas- 
sachusetts? Of Connecticut? Of Utah? 
Of Wyoming? How do the citizens of 
Seattle designate themselves? Of Buf- 
falo? Of Schenectadv? 


There seems to be no general rule 


governing the suffixes of locality. Los 
Angeles has solved its problem by 
calling an inhabitant an "Angeleno," 
which is pure Spanish. In Monte Carlo, 
a citizen of Monaco is a "Monegasque." 


England, with its tradition for 


quaintness, calls residents of Liverpool 
"Liverpuddlians," and of Cambridge 
"Cantabrigians." Likewise, the adjec- 
tive for Oxford is Oxonian, and for 
Exeter, 
Exonian. 
A 
native 
of 


Manchester — you'd never guess in a 
million years —is a "Mancunian," from 
the medieval Latin name of the city. 


Do the people in Medicine Hat call 


themselves Medicine Hatters? Are the 
residents of Niagara Falls known as 
Niagara Fallers? And I recall a lovely 
village in England with the unforgetta- 
ble name of Happersnapper Hanger — 
one wonders, are the villagers known 
as Happersnapper Hangers-on? 


The ancient people of Israel were 


called "Israelites;" the modern ones call 
themselves "Israelis." People in France 
were known as "Franks" for a far 
longer time than they have been called 
"Frenchmen." To my knowledge the 
only "made up name" of a people 
belongs to the Pakistanis, which is 
compounded of elements from Punjab, 
Afghan Frontier, Kashmir, Sind, and 
Baluchistan. Pity we had to lose those 
Punjabbers, though.

BONN —"Germans, we can be proud 


of our country," said one of the election 
posters for Willy Brandt's Social 
Democratic party. And in the vote here 
Sunday, West Germany made good on 
that claim with a vengeance. 


The West Germans voted to accept 


the hard reality of peace at a price. 
They voted to reject freeloading jin- 
goism. In the process, they pulled off 
what is probably the most hopeful 
election in Europe since the war. 


The best way to see what happened 


in the election is to measure how much 
the Social Democrats achieved with 
how little. 


The Socialists entered the battle 


against 
the 
mighty 
Christian 


Democratic Union with only one asset 
— the issue of peace. 


End to World War II 


In the past three years, the Socialists 


have negotiated treaties with Russia, 
Poland and East Germany. Those trea- 
ties—comprising theso-calledOstpolitik 
or Eastern policy — ratify the present 
borders of West Germany, reaffirm the 
status of West Berlin and provide for 
more communication between the 
states of East and West Germany. They 
write an end to World War II, and they 
truly do constitute a peace policy. 


But the treaties are highly vulnerable 


to nationalistic attack. They concede 
what used to be former German terri- 
tory to the Communist regimes of Rus- 
sia and Poland. They accept the 
division of Germany into two states — 
one of them Communist East Germany. 


The Christian Democratic leader 


Rainer- Barzel and his Bavarian 
lieutenant, 
Franz-Josef 
Strauss, 


worked steadily at underlining the 
concessions in the treaty. In the final 
debate before the election, indeed, they 
seemed to speak of nothing else. In no 
uncertain terms they intimated that the 
Christian Democrats, if brought back 
to power, would amend the agreements 
to eliminate the offending parts. 


Apart from this uncertain peace is- 


sue, moreover, the Socialists had 
nothing going for them. Chancellor 
Brandt, preoccupied with Ostpolitik, 
had defaulted on all his proposals for 
domestic reform. 


His regime had allowed economic 


growth to slacken. It has permitted 
inflation — a sore point in Germany, at 
least with those who remember the 
ruinous currency depreciation of the 
1920s — to climb to the truly high rate 
of 6.4 per cent annually. 


Majority very thin 


In the process there had once more 


been raised against the Socialists the 
old doubts about whether they had the 
strength and discipline to govern. The 
Chancellor's majority in the Parliament 
had melted to precisely nothing. 


He had lost by resignation t%vo 


finance ministers in a row, including 
the prestigious Karl Schiller. A far-out 
radical group —the Young Socialists or 
Jusos — had shown strength and made 
noises in Munich and Frankfurt in a 
way that alienated blue-collar voters 
from the party. 


To be sure, the Chancellor is a far 


more popular man than the CDU 
leader, Herr Barzel, who comes across 
in the Nixon fashion as a kind of 
twister. But the Chancellor has become 
appealing chiefly as a benevolent man 
of peace. 


Even so, Herr Brandt is a curiously 


aloof 
man, with 
an ambiguous 


background. He has nothing like the 
kind of adoring following that Herr 
Barzel's

Two special burdens 


On top of all that, the Socialists had 


two special burdens to bear. Since the 
last election in 1969, an extreme right 
wing group, the German National Party 
or NPD, had dwindled to virtual 
nothingness. As a result some part of 
the electorate was certain to be added 
to the Christian Democratic totals. 


In addition, the Socialists had to help 


the Free Democrats — the coalition 
partners who teamed with them to 
make the parliamentary majority back 
in 1969. In order to help their coalition 
partners survive, something like 2 per 
cent of the Socialists cast votes for the 
Free Democrats. 


But even with all these handicaps the 


Social Democrats raised their percen- 
tage of the total vote from 42.7 per cent 
in 1969 to about 46 per cent this year. 


Thanks to the peace issue, they 


emerged for the first time in their long 
history as the strongest party in Ger- 
many. 


The stark, unambiguous lesson of all 


this is that the West Germans have 
finally settled into place. The majority 
here is no longer cast adrift, ready to be 
driven by gusts of destructive na- 
tionalism. Guilt may not have been 
totally cleansed. But the German 
problem, which Germans created, is on 
the way to being solved by Germans. In 
consequence, Chancellor Brandt now 
emerges as the strongest leader outside 
Russia and the United States, and he is 
due to play a role that will affect even 
the superpowers.

Some of the changes in the general 


government 
expenditures 
are an 


increase of $500 to $2,000 for publishing 
costs for City Council; an increase of 
$100 to $700 for office expense of city 
clerk-comptroller; an increase of $100 
for office expense of assessor-treasurer; 
special accounting and audit, up $150 to 
$1,250; public works department up 
$1,000 to $13,000 which reflects wage 
increases; elections at $1,000 are down 
$1,500; property and liability insurance 
including hospital and life insurance, 
up $4,350 to $23,350, which is due to a 
change in the room rate allowance and 
also additional buildings and contents 
covered by insurance. 


Under protection of persons and 


property, the police department's 
proposed 1973 budget is $101,290 — up 
$7,690, of which $2,000 is for changing 
radios. This will be only a partial 
amount of the actual cost with the 
balance expected to be paid by federal 
funds; and the department plans on 
foregoing the teletype in order to have 
a second car with the cost for that 
budgeted at $1,800 with trading in the 
cycle and also $1,000 for gas, oil and 
repairs for a second car. An increase in 
salaries is also reflected here. 


In this same category, the fire 


department is budgeted for the same 
amount of $37,810.

Street lights are up $1,500 to $15,000;

the Atlantic had been recalled. They will 
relieve part of the fleet that had par- 
ticipated in the search since the first 
observations were reported Nov. 12. 


One of the vessels engaged in the hunt 


earlier today reported another "possible 
contact" in the Sogne Fjord. The search 
will continue, the communique said. 


There was no official confirmation 


but the recall of the two NATO frigates 
was seen by some observers as a strong 
indication that an object is there. 


Naval headquarters reported that a 


navy vessel sighted green and yellow 
lights along the southern arm of Sogne 
Fjord, scene of a 12-day-old search. 
Police were dispatched to investigate. 


The hunt was shrouded in official 


secrecy and Defense Minister Johan 
Klepper has reiterated that there is "no 
positive proof of a foreign sub in the 
Fjord which has a maximum depth of 
3,900 feet. 


The defense command in Oslo an- 


nounced Thursday that the frigate 
Trondheim, which fired an antisub- 
marine missile Wednesday at a "mov- 
ing, submerged object," had ascer- 
tained that the object definitely was not 
a submarine. They declined to say what 
it was. 


The search began 12 days ago after a 


"suspicious" object was sighted visually 
and by radar and sonar equipment. Two 
British Navy helicopters, equipped with 
sub-spotting gear, gave up the hunt and 
returned to Britain Thursday.
